The Palestine Position. 


Mr. HERBERT SAMUEL is now on his way home from his mission 
m Palestine. Ithad been anticipated that in a week or two we 
should have discovered what the Treaty with Turkey contains in 
the way of the honouring of the BALtrour Declaration. But if 
the prognostication hinted at by ‘H.S.” (presumably Mr. H. SAcHER) 
in his letter to the Times from which we reproduce the salient points 
in our Jewish National Movement column, prove correct, only that 
portion of Turkey which is mainly in Europe is to be dealt with at 
the moment. We shall thus have further delay before the Palestine 
“ettlement sees the light. In any case, we fear, the surrounding 
circumstances do not encourage much optimism. The reporis of the 
‘rah Congress which made of the Emir FAtsan King of Syria 
(including Palestine), reveal a determined Nationalist spirit which 
recks very little of Jewish claims. Its declaration of “the 
independence of Syria, including Palestine, with all its natural 
'oundavies,”’ has an ominous Ting, singularly reminiscent of the 
interview given to the JewisH CHRONICLE by the Emir, and so 
1echlessly questioned by Zionist!pundits at the time. Nor do the 


remarks attributed to Mi. HerBert SAMUEL on the eve of his 


departure as to the extent of the anti-Zionist (or antivvewish) feeling 
in Palestine reassure us, particularly in view of the latest very 
‘crious news concerning the “ riot” between Moslems and Jews at 
Jerusalem. Day by day the folly of not facing the Arab question 
“hen the British Declaration was made, and failifg to arrive at (or 
even to seek) any definite policy concerning the problem is becoming 
‘nore apparent. It is the point we have urged all along; and we 
Cinnot suppress a feeling of amusement when we observe how Mr. 
“ACHER, of all men (assuming he is the writer of the Times letter to 
Which we allude) comes at this belated hour to the’same conclusion. 
His plea, however, that the Palestine settlement should have been 
ade in January, 1919, even before the German Treaty was arrived 
it, exhibits a wofal lack of what used to be called Real-Politik. 


APART from much generalisation that is common ground 


' between all parties—the possibilities of Palestinian development, 


their dependence on the’ solution of the political status of the 
country, and so forth—Mr. SAMUEL says nothing capable of 
removing the fears entertained regarding the immediate prospects. 
Mr, SAMUEL did not, he said, consider the anti-Zionist demonstration 


serious, inasmuch as they were based very largely on a false idea of | 


Zionism. But the particular points upon which Mr. SANUEL 


belieyes Arab opinion has gone astray ought not to be overlooked : 

They have assumed (he says) that Mohammedans and Christians wil 
be placed under the Government of a Jewish minority ; that the present 
possessors and cultivators of the soil will be dispossessed of their pro- 
perty ; that the ownership of Mahommedan and Christian holy ptaces 
will be affected; and that the Jews will fill the administrative offices to 
the prejudice of others. 

_ All these assumptions are untrue; but even if the Zionist organisa- 
tions entertained such ideas, Great Britain would not permit their 
adoption. % 
But if these conclusions are all of them untenable, then a Jewislr 
Palestine—as Dr, WEIZMANN putit, a Palestine as Jewish as England 
is English—will be very far to seek, and we shall have to revise our 
interpretation of the phrase “Jewish National Home” as meaning 


any sort of worthy response to the Jewish National claim. Indeed, 


we do not know that the economic preferences for which the . 
Zionists are said to have stipulated will stand, in actual practice — 
especially having regard tothe haughty and aggressive spirit evinced 


by the Arab movement. Inthe end we may come toacarefully selected 
immigration--the chosen of the “chosen peeple "—as the result of all 
the striving and all the prayers, and all the hopes that have 
accompanied the Jewish travail unto this very day. We bopé we 
are in error, and that the Jew, who has been the central figure in 
the greatest human tragedies that for nearly five vears darkened 
the earth, will not also be the symbol of an historic anti-climax. 
But, the chances of Jewish Nationalism, such as HERz1 conceived, 
and to which every Zionist Congress sang Hosannas, look yea 
ing and dubious. We can make peace with the Emir FAtsat., 
doubt, on the lines of Mr. Simvueu's policy; but we shall not nike 
a Jewish Palestine. And: to be an appanage of Arabism offers 2s 
idle of spiritual glory as of material solace. It will make materially 


neither for the progress of the Jew, nor of Judaism ; though, as we 


have pointed out more than once, the circumstances of our people 
are such that whatever concrete comes of the British Declaration, 
we Jews will perforce be compalled to make the very best of in 


our power.

Dr. Yahuda and Madrid University.

They have aroused widespread interest and enhanced the prestige of 
the Spanish people, as the MINISTER OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION clearly 
stated in the Senate. And they have been a joy and happiness to 
those of his own coreligionists in this country who have been 
privileged to-come into contact with this distinguished scholar. The 
petty little incidents described in our columns will soon be forgotien, 
but we owe Dr. Norpivu our thanks for having set the facts on 


‘ The Brigade.” 


ONE of our pre-war movements that eminently justified them 
selves was the Jewish Lads’ Brigade.

The Jewish Lads’ Brigade was one of the happy inspirations of a 
generation now passing, buf mobody can say that its bracing influ- 
ence is less needed to-day than when it was launched. ‘fo the young 
men among us, in particular, many of whom have gained invaluable 
experience in the Commissioned ranks s the war, it should be a 
delight and a pride to officer its ranks. Ve trust that the Jewish 
Lads’ Brigade will grow in usefulness a popularity, and that the 
support of the Community, which owes it more than it perhaps yet- 
negligent, will be given it without stint or grudging.

Dr. Yahuda and the Madrid University, 
A “Splendid Vindication,”’ 


By DR. MAX NORDAU. 


[SPECIAL TO THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.”] 

A recent incident in Madrid has created a great sensation far beyong 
the academic and university circles which it concerned immediately 
has occupied for days the Government, Parliament, and the Press. and 
after much heated controversy has been resolved in a manner that does 
honour alike to Spain and to Professor Yahuda, around whom it centred. 


The remarkably exceptional circumstances in which Dr. Abr 
Yahuda was called to his Chair at the Central University of Maariq 
some years ago have not been forgotten. Atthe invitation of the Spanish 

Government he came first to Madrid to 
deliver, in the Academy of Jurisprudence 
a course of lectures on the history of the 
Jews in Spain and the great figures of 
Spanish Jewry which had such a senga. 

‘ tional success that a movement in the 
highest intellectual circles ensued, tenq. 
ing, by all means, to retain the celebrated 
guest in Spain. Thanks to the efforts of 
such representative men as the late Father 
Fita, the learned Jesuit, President of the 
Academy of History, Don Gumersindo de 
Azcarate, leader of the Radical Party of 
the Spanish “Parliament, the Archbishop 
of Valen¢ia, Salvador y Barrera, the great 
scholar, Professor Asin, and others, the 
Minister of Public Instruction created a 
new Chair of Rabbinical Language and 
Literature, and History of the Jews in 
Spain, and appointed Dr. Yahuda as its 
first occupant. His nomination, decided 
by the competent Minister, récommended 
Se ae by the Faculty of Letters and the Supreme 
Council of Public Instruction, approved by the Cabinet and the Chambers, _ 
was hailed by public opinion as a great event. Everybody understood its 
symbolical value and real meaning. Spain repudiated by a conspicuous 
act four centuries of her history, the expulsion of the Jews by the Catholic 
Kings, the persecution of their baptised descendants by the Inquisition,

Publius Lentullus, President of Judea, wrote the following epistie to the 
Senate concerning Christ: ‘There appeared in these our days @ man of 
great virtue, named Jesus Christ, who is yet living among us, and of 
the Gentiles is accepted for a Prophet of truth, but his own disciples 


call him the Son of God—he raiseth the dead and cureth all manuer of 


diseases. A man of stature somewhat tall and comely, with very 
reverend countenance, such as the beholder may both love and fear, his 
hair of the colour of a chestnut full ripe, plain to his ears, whence down- 
ward it is more orient and curling and wavering about his shoulders. In 
the midst of his head is a seam or partition in his hair, after the manner 
of the Nazarites. His forehead plain and very delicate, his face without 
spot or wrinkle, beautified with a lovely red; his nose and mouth sO 
formed as nothing can be reprehended, his beard thickish, in colour 
like his hair, not very long, but forked (like that of Moses?) his look 
innocent and mature; his eyes grey, clear and quick.

Mr. Montefiore, as the late Chief Rabbi was always ready to admit: [y 
a whole series of essays on Rabbinism and Pharisaism, Mr. Montefiore 
had proved himself the protagonist of Rabbinic Judaism, aud had rebutted 
the Gospel charges against the Pharisees. It was he, not the present 
Chief Rabbi or the Principal of Jews’ College, who had upheld Rabbinic 
Judaism to the Christian world. And he, forsooth, was accused of being 
a Pauline, he who had fought for Judaism on every battlefield and was 
its most loyal friend. 

The second charge made against them, that they were foes to Traii- 


_ tion, was equally untrue. They were the real Traditionalists. Certainiy 


if Tradition meant the observance of hard set rules, they were untradi- 
tional and so were those who called themselyes “orthodox.” Dr. 
Abrahams proceeded to cité the case of a recent member of the Sew 
West End Synagogue, who protested against the mixed choir there. [t 
is a Synagogue under the jurisdiction of the Chief Rabbi. Similarly when 
recently a protagonist of the Jewish War Memorial—a scheme to 
maintain Traditional Judaism—came to Cambridge, Dr. Abrahams 
said. that he had observed this gentleman sitting takiog - 
notes on the Sabbath afternoon. So that “orthodox” Jews, 

like themselves, chose just which particular “traditions” they wonld 

or would not maintain. But really the definition of Tradition went 

much deeper than that. Tradition was not a static, but a dynamic. 
force. Jewish Tradition was the accumulated experience of thei: history. 

It was a test of truth rather than a truth in itself. 

Rabbi MATTUCK delivered a sermon on the “ Liberal” Jewish attitude 
to Passover. In the course of his remarks, he said that if they did not insist 
on the strictest observance of the “ orthodox” Passover, they made a sin- 
cere effort to take its message into their hearts. They welcome: Passover 


- asan outward symbol of the unity of the House of Israel. Passover in itseif 


had a message for the whole world, a message of sanctified freedom—that 
was its intrinsic value. In conclusion, Rabbi Mattuck, having expounded the 
Bible-lesson of freedom—a freedom which destroyed the bonds of Pharach 
in order that Israel should surrender completely to God’s Law at Sinai, said 
that “ Liberal” Judaism insisted upon freedom for its followers—frcedom 
from the ietter of tradition, freedom from the written word in order that 
they might give more freely and more fully their service to God.

Year: Book of American Rabbis. 


The “Year Book” of the Central Conference of American Rabbis for

Dr. Kaufman Kohler contributes a special article on “The Mission of 
Israel and its Application to Modern Times.” The author regards it as a 
ctrange psychological fact that the idea of Israel's mission, which forms 
the very souland life force of the Jewish people in its history and religious 
Jiterature, should need a defence against those modern spokesmen of the 
Jew who deny or question it from mere opposition to Reform Judaism, 
which places it in the foreground of Jewish belief. Of course, 
says Dr. Kohler, as long as prophetic universalism had not yet been 
attained or conceived of by the Jewish mind, as long as Israel’s God was 
of a tribal and local character as was any of the heathen deities, the idea 
of a world mission could not be thought of. Neither could the idea of a 
world mission ever take hold of any of the great nations solely in view of 


their superior culture, since for them there existed no World Ruler or | 


God of History to assign to them their peculiar task. For the Greeks or 
isyptians, the other nations were simply the inferiors, despised 
barbarians ov unclean foreigners te be shunned; not kinsmen, members 
of the same human family to be won over for their ideas or elevated by 
their superior knowledge and skill. The thought of a providential 


mission never dawned upon their mind. Quite different was the attitude » 


of the Jewish people when the great prophcts—as God’s heralds—and in 
their train the psalmists and sages proclaimed to them their world-task 
and world-duty in view of the superiority of their religious truth. 
It is shutting one’s eyes wilfully to the light of the Scriptural 
and Rabbinical teachings to ‘say with Achad Haam that the 
Jewish people was elected by God simply for the -attainment of 
the highest morality for themselves on a territory of their own, 


without concern in the spiritual welfare of the world around. Far . 


from claiming any greatness for Israel to boast of as a super-nation, 
the highest title bestowed uponsit is that of “Servant of the Lord,” with 
the special implication that Israel is to undergo suffering and woe, “to be 
“mitten and bruised for the healing of nations.” Not general culture, but 
the religious truth, the prime source of all ethics centred in the One Only 
(iod, the God of Righteousness whom Israel is to proclaim to the ends of 
the earth as “the light by which the nations shall walk”: this is the 
yilt of Israel’s genius to the world. Yet only when the great prophets 


had risen to the high watch-tower of history to survey the destiny of the © 


nations near and far, there opened before them the wide outlook upon the 


world to be conquered for their all-encompassing truth. Nay, more. 


‘niv when the great seer of the Exile bad come within reach of the broad. 
views and aims of the world-conqueror, Cyrus, and the large mental 
hovizon of the Persian Empire, did he become imbued with the spirit of 
Isracl’s mission and behold the whole of humanity, “all the people on 
carih,” as the object of God’s care and of Israel’s mission. Instead of 
soeing Israel go forth among the nations to win them for its Only One 
God, these prophecies have the nations flow to Judea’s capital, attracted 
vy the truth taught there in order to make Israel's God their own. 


Dr. Kohler proceeds to point out that it was rather a long proccss © 


Which led from a mere political or-civic to a religious incorporation of the 
element of affiliated foreigners, but it ultimately became a prominent 
factor in the missionary activity of Judaism of pre-Christian centuries. 
In Alexandria and the various commercial colonies where Jew met Greek, 
the great opportunity eame to familiarise the heathen world with the 
tinth of Judaism and win it for Israel’s God. It was a question between 
the intellectual or spiritual superiority of the one or the other mode of 
thought, between the beauty of Japhet and the loftiness of Shem. The 
sreat step towards such a rapprochement and competition was first taken 
by the translation of the Scriptures into Greek, which opened up the 
treasures of Judaism to the cultured world in the popular idiom. What- 
ever faulé a later period found with the Septuagint, the idea that 
the Torah was intended for all mankind and should be _ brought 
home to the knowledge of all nations is reflected in the 
significant Rabbinical saying that the Ten Words of Sinai were 
fiashed forth in seventy tongues of fire in order to reach the seventy 
nations of the world.. The great Jewish propaganda carried on by an 
astonishingly large literature which made the heathen oracles such as 
ihe Sibylline books and ancient Greek poets proclaim Jewish truths in 
order to make the heathen world repent and turn it into proselytes 
observing the humanitaiian, the so-called Noahitic, laws, must have 
achieved great results, before the Christian Church took up this mission 
work of the Jew and reaped its great harvest in the field ploughed and 
sown by Israel. Nor can this activity of the Jews of that period have 
been disregarded or underrated by the Palestinian teachers, otherwise 
they would not have made Abraham the prototype of a wandering 
missionary going about to win souls for his God; he converting the men, 
and his wife Sarah the women, and in proclaiming God to his fellow- 
creatures, “ thereby changing the God of heaven into the God of the earth.” 
Henceforth the blessing: “In thee shall all the families of the earth be 
blessed,” was given a spiritual meaning in the sense that by him, that is 
through the truth he would disseminate, the world should be blessed. 
With the rise of Christianity the whole attitude of Judaism to 


—proselytism changed. As the enmity sown by Paul against Judaism 


widened the gulf between the J ew_and the Christian, and many of the 
latter turned during the Hadrianic war into maligners of the former, 
Proselytism was altogether discouraged by the Jewish authorities.

declare that the Christian and Mohammedan religions were entrusted by

reflected in many systems of belief and thought, just as the diamond 
reflects light by its many facets, a religion ever progressive on lines of 
historical continuity, tut never finished or final, leading all the nations 
and classes of men to the mountain of God—this is Judaism 8 aim, the 
realisation of the Messianic hope, the establishment of God's Kingdom on 
carth. At no time has the opportunity come tothe Jew again to mount 
the watch-tower of prophecy, and in working out his mission to unfold 
before a distracted and disjointed world the banner of the highest idealism 
for all humanity as at the present great turning-point in the history of 
mankind.

Srir,—The Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes has decided to 
make the experiment of establishing teaching of an attractive type that 
is becoming increasingly popular. The experiment will be made during

direction of Mr: Herbert M. Loewe, M.A., of Exeter College. :

XXIV.—THE BEAUTY OF HOLINESS. 


My DEAR Coustn,—I often find the synagogue service conducive to 
eontemplation. While the Reader repeats the Amida or the New Rich 


proclaim their financial vows, Ican think. Last Saturday morning I was 


so occupied, and it Occurred to me that Judaism possesses a unique 
conception, MSD 7 AMY, It is difficult adequately to translate this 
phrase: “the joy of the commandment” is wooden. Possibly “the joy 

of serving God” might be a fair paraphrase, But I know what 
the conception is.—I have seen this kind of joy light up a 

man's countenance. I have observed an oldjJew gazing lovingly at the 
Lulab on the first day of Tabernacles. He did not hold it: he fondled it. 
His eyes dwelt upon its beauty as the eyes of a lover on his bride. And 
then he shut his eyes, and very tenderly, very carefully sounding each 
syllable, he thanked God for having commanded us to handle the Lulab. 


That was ANDY, I believe a very clever Jewish artist has 


caught the look and has depicted it on canvass. I cannot for the moment 
recall where I have seen the picture, but I have a very vivid impression 
of it. 

A like look suffused my mother’s face as ‘she lit the Sabbath lights. 
When I was a tiny child, I was always peculiarly moved as often as I 
I did not know then what it was. I know now: the 
MmyD2Y AMY, I saw the same look on my father’s face as he prepared 
to seat himself on his “throne” at the Seder. There is something very 
peculiar about that expression. Ihaveoften studied the lookson people’s 
faces. I have observed the face of a boy leaving the platform after 
having received a prize. FP have noted the look of contentment on the 


' face of a first baby’s mother as her eyes dwelt tenderly on the mite’s 


eyes. I have watched a loving couple steal glances at each other. 
The M30 2% ARDY was in none of these. I cannot conceive of it being seen 


ina church. I doubt if it has ever flitted across a worshipper’s face at 


Berkeley Street or Hill Street. I am sure it has hardly ever visited a 
worshipper at one of the constituent buildings of the United Synagogue. 
ut I have undountedly seen it ina Chevrah of Chassidim. In Berkeley 
Streetor Hill Streetitis possible to feel that kind of cold edification, generated 
by pure white marble. But the warmth which gives life is part and parcel of 
the N80 20 ANDY. Once on the Day of Atonement I heard an old- 
fashioned Rabbi utter aloud the benediction before wrapping his Tallith 
round his head. I verily believe that that was the finest expression of 
this kind of AMD. They say that when Akiba was being martyred his — 
countenance was wreathed in smiles. His tormentors, puzzled by the 
conduct of the Jew, asked for an explanation. Akiba said that 
every day of his life he had proclaimed his readiness to show his love cf 
God with all his heart, and soul, and might. That day he obtained his 
chance of showing it. Therein lay his gladness. I should think that the 
look on Akiba’s face must have been the most ——- and wonderful 
expression of the 2Y ANDY. 

I cannot attempt to define that joy. But if I were to venture ata 
guess, if would be this: The worshipper feels so near to God, is so 
couscious of His reality and presence, is so grateful for all His loving- 
kindness, that to show his gratitude by merely obeying His behests 
becomes a joy unutterable, The FSD OY ANDY must a something of 
this natare, 

Side by side with this peculiar quality of joy, Judaism has placed 
another equally valuable quality, the M)¥ WI. What does this denote? 
I cannot do better than quote a passage from the Talmud which is quite 
explicit: “Fulfil Hiscommandsin beauty. Let your Succah be beautiful ; 
let your Lalab, your Shofar, your Talitth be things of beauty. If you are 
preparing a scroll, get the most skilful scribe to do the writing that he may 


produce a work of art. And then, having the scroll ready, put it in a case 


designed by a skilful artist.” 

lt has often been stated that J sainn, as opposed to Hellenism, cares 
nothing for beauty. No error was greater. Need you be reminded that 
the 104th Psalm is one of the most remarkable expressions of adoration 
of the beauty of Nature? Humboldt thought it could not be improved 
upon. Can it? Who so well as the Psalmists have sung the beauty 
of God and His world? Nor were the Jews of the Second Temple Period 
less conscious of beauty. The Talmud lays it down as a general principle 
that the High Priest was to be comely in form. He who should be High 
Priest was to excel his fellows in wealth, in ‘strength, in wisdom, and in. 
personal beauty. 

The ¥D WIN was not without influence even in the Ghetto. Recall 
the beautiful Chanukah lamps which must have owed their origin to this 
principle, Or the beautiful covers for the Kiddush loaves, made by the 
patient labours of pretty fingers. Not very long ago it was an ideal of 
every Jewish girl and woman to make some lovely thing for the 
ceremonial of the home. I believe it is not too much to say that in 
olden times the fair knitters put as much of their soul into these things 
as in more modern times their latter- day sisters put into jumpers. 

The Rabbis carried the principle as far agit would go. If the Mitzvah 
deserved a beautiful setting, how much more the Mitzvah doer. “ They 
wash the statues,” remarked one famous Rabbi. “Should we not also, 
therefore, wasli the statutes which God has made?” giving a divine 
sanction-to the gospel of personal cleanliness. Nor was personal cleanli- 
ness alone advocated: ‘The outer and the inner man should be alike 
clean, Even a man’s speech should belovely.. 'P2 
—Let a man always-talk in pure, careful, well-chosen language. 

These two principles, it seemis to me, certainly incorporate high ideals. —

in his great task master’s eye.” The two principles run together. The 
Jew rejoiced in doing the will of his task master, and at the same time he 
Strove to make the doing of it wsthetic. Pure esthetic art, it 
has been said, does not exist. The highest esthetics is ethics. 
The most perfect harmonies cre {the harmonies of conduct. 
Readers of Ruskin will be familiar with this view, which looks as though 
at bottom it were wholly Jewish. Because you love God whole- 
heartedly, you are happy to do His bidding and you express your 
devotion in the most beautiful forms. For the mystics this suffices. 
But the practical-minded need to take the argument a _ step 


further. They are prepared to love God if only they would be shown | 


how. The Talmud is ready with its answer. Wouldst love God? Love 
His creatures. That, as you wiltrecall, is the lesson learned by Abou 
ben Adhem (may his tribe increase!) On its practicable side, what is it 
but the beauty of Holiness ?—Your loving cousin,

to their expulsion in 1492; he had given courses in grammar, lexico- 
graphy, and other subjects ; his lectures had been attended not only by the 
regularly immatriculated students,,but also by a number of undergraduates 
of other Faculties and by distinguished guests such as professors, the 
official representatives of the New York Biblical Society in Spain, and 
others. Among his pupils there were at least two, Don Gonzalez Llubera 
and Don Mantei Cusas, who had aiready earned high distinction, the 
former with his work on “ The Travels of Benjamin of Tudela,” the latter 
with his admirable Spanish translation of “ The Duties of the Heart” of 
the Spanish-Hebrew philosopher Bahia ben Joseph, and of Yehuda 
Halevy’s “Khusri.” They had also collaborated in a Hebrew-Spanish 
dictionary, Which had occupied them and himself for the last five years 
and is approaching completion. As. to himself, he had prepared, and 
almost finished, the following works: Two volumes on the Ancient 
Jewries of Spain and Portugal; the Corpus of the Semitic (Punic, Hebrew 
and Arab) Inscriptions of Spain and Portugal; Alhamiad Arabic and 
Jewish documents from the 12th and 14th century, from Toledo, Zaragoza, 
and Barcelona; the History of the Literature and Poetry of the Jews in 
Spain; on Spanish works of Jews in Spain and abroad, principally in the 
Netherlands and in Turkey; unknown fragments of Hebrew-Spanish 
poems on Joseph and Esther, of the 15th century ; on the Hebrew sources 
of the proverbs of Santob of Carcion and Yehuda ben Senor, of Mallorca ; 
on Arabisms and Hebraisms in Castilian and on Hispaniolisms in Arabic 
and Hebrew ; and on the Hebrew manuscripts in El Escorial. Besides this 
labour he had, in collaboration with several of his pupils, almost finished 


a Rabbinic-Hebrew-Spanish dictionary, a complete bibliography of all the . | 


writings of the Spanish Jews and of all the books and articles published 
in different languages on Spanish Jews. If nothing of all this has as yet 
heen published, it is because the bibliographical resources of Spain are 
very scanty and incomplete, and during the war the country was practi- 


‘cally cut off from the Central European seats of learning where they 
night have been completed; and if he had gone to France and England ~~ 


and remained there s0 many months, it was precisely in order to collect 
in the great public libraries and scientific institutions of these countries 
all the materials which were not to be foundin Spain. And in spite of 
these circumstances, which so abundantly justified his absence from 
Spain, he encountered unforeseen resistance with his colleagues of the 
Faculty ‘Who refused to recommend his request for a new and sufficiently 
long leave of absence to the competent Minister! He therefore saw himself 
compelled, to his great regret, to resign his post which he had accepted 
with so much enthusiasm. , 


THE GOVERNMENT INTERVENES. 


His speech produced a deep impression, which was greatly augmented © 


by a communication from the Dean of the Faculty, Professor Tormo, 
informing the assembly that the British Ambassador in Madrid, in the 
name of His Majesty’s Government, had officially requested the Spanish 
rovernment to grant Professor Yahuda the new leave he had asked for, 
in order to enable him to respond to the invitation of the English Univer- 
sities to lay before them, in a seriesoflectures, thenew and important results 
of his studies of the Pentateuch to which biblical scholars look forward 
with the greatest interest. In such circumstances the Faculty changed 
its mind at once'and thoroughly. The two or three determined antagonists 


of Professor Yahuda left the hall without a word, and the assembly 


then resolved unanimously to ask the Minister of Public Instruction to 
refuse Professor Yahuda’s resignation, to comply with his wish concern- 
ing the leave, and to retain him by all means in his professorship at the 


Central University. Even this vote of the Faculty was not judged by the 


Dean Professor Tormo a sufficient satisfaction for Professor Yahuda. 
Being at the same time a Senator, he puf at the next sitting of the Senate 
a question to the Minister of Public Instruction and Fine Arts as to the 
reply he intended to give to Professor Yahuda’s letter of resignation. He 
culogised in magnificent language the professor’s scientific attainments 
and the great labours achieved by him already at the Central University, 
mentioned the flatterjng intervention of the British Government, and 
wound up with these remarks: “I hope to be seconded by the 
general opinion of the Senate, as this cause is of the greatest 
interest for the good renown and the prestige of the new Spain, 
so different from the old. What can be finer than to enlarge our spiritual 
horizon in a period which has witnessed the narrowing of the material 
limits of the territories subject to our sovereignty? We must think of 
that great Spain which embraces the Sephardim of the three Continents 


of Eastern Europe, Near Asia, and North Africa, and calls to intellectual. 


reconcilement and fraternal affection the Spanish-speaking inhabitants of 
those countries beyond the Atlantic which once had been Spanish.” The 
Minister, Senor Rivas, replied at once at some length. After having 
declared that he shar entirely..Professor Tormo’s high opinion of 
Professor Yahuda, he continued: “ Professor Yahuda, by his travels to 
Portugal, France, and England, for which the British Government itself 
asks our consent, confers a boon on Spain, showing that we are 
calumniated abroad when foreigners speak of our intolerance, and that a 


‘British subject may teach at the Spanish Central University without 


having to give up his. nationality, that a Sepharad may live and work in 
full confraternity with us. I assure Senor Tormo that not only shall I 
not accept Dr. Yahuda’s resignation, but that I sliall profit by the friend- 
ship with which he honours me to prevail on him to withdraw 
it. It is a privilege to me to grant him the leave of absence 
which he asks for,so that he may give his lectures at Oxford and 
London, which do so much honour to Spain and confer se much benefit 
on her.” The Marquis of Valero. de Palma and Professor Tormo thanked 
the Minister for his declaration, which was received by the Senate with 
sreat applause. | 

After this splendid vindication of Professor Yahuda's character and 
work, which was endorsed by the Press and public opinion, it is to be 
Supposed that the Professor will not insist upon severing his-connection 
bene. the Chair at the Central University.

QUESTIONS IN PARLIAMENT. 


du the House of COmmons last Wednesday week, Mr. ARTHUR 
Haypay (Nottingham West) asked the Under-Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs whether he was aware that on the 16th November, 
1919, in the town of Keckskemet, in Hungary, Lieut. Hejjas, the then 
Commandant of the town, ordered 120 Jewish citizens of the town 
out of their beds in the middle of the night and, under the pretext 
that they were to be taken to work; they were driven into the so- 
called Irgovanyi forest near by; that none of the 120 Jews escaped 
and were all killed in the forest: whether he had information to the 


effect that Lieut. Hejjas was still going about freely in Budapest; 


and whether he would have enquiries made into the matter. 


Mr. HARMSWORTH writes in reply: I have received no such _ 


information. If the hon. member will let me know the source from 


-which he has derived these particulars I will consider whether a 


report from H.M. High Commissioner should be called for.

Reported Excesses at Mosir. 

WARSAW [F.O.C;] 
Owing to the persistent reports of anti-Jewish excesses at Mosir, in 
the course of which over thirty Jews are stated to have been massacred, 
the Jewish deputies addressed an appeal to Field-Marshal Pilsudski, as 
head of the Army, to investigate the occurrences. The latter city is 
occupied by Polish troops, and the fighting with the Bolshevik forces in 
that region is very severe. . | 


Anti-Semitic Placards at Warsaw. 


Warsaw [F.0.C.] 
In connection with the agitation for a general strike, large placards 
appeared in the streets of Warsaw, appealing to the workmen not to join 
the strike movement because the latter was only Jewish effort to intro- 
duce a Bolshevik-Jewish rule into Poland and to enslave all Christian 
Poles. 


More Attacks on Jews in Warsiw. 
Fresh attacks on Jews have occurred at Warsaw. Groups of soldiers 
appeared in streets, shouting that Warsaw belonged to the Poles and that 
they bad permission “ to have a game with the Jews.” Many Jews wero 


beaten, and several were robbed of their goods in the market. 


Police Methcds in Warsaw.

Kieff Emigration Society Disband.

_ fruitless. The society is, therefore finally disbanded. 


Tragic Appeal from Kamenetz-Podolsk. 
Warsaw [T.0.C.) 

The Jewish Deputies received a petition from the community 
of Kamenetz-Podolsk to make representations to the Government 
against the action of the local command in suppressing the 
Jewish communal and social institutions in the town. Many 
communal leaders, including Messrs. Altman, Guminer, Peistbock and 
Fradkin, were arrested. Generally speaking, Jewish public life is ata 
standstill, and the losses suffered by the Jews as a result of the strict 
enforcement of the Sunday Closing Law are enormous. The Law was 
introduced at’ Kamenetz-Podolsk although the town does not belong to 
Poland, forming an integral part of Ukraine. The Jewish Deputies 
appealed to the Central authorities to put an end to the persecution of the 
Jews at Kamenetz-Podolsk and to release all prisoners.

Conditional permission to send a Relief Commission to Soviet Russia, 
has been granted to the Joint Distribution Committee of the Jewish Relief 
Funds, but the Commission must, under the State Department’s restric- 
tions, confine its activities tc relief work, and take with it no supplies of 
military value. Itis also provided that the Commission goes at its own 
risk, without involving the United States Government in any way. The

ZALMAN. 


“ The first secretary of the Great Synagogue on its establish- ' 
ment was my great-uncle, my grandfather’s brother, Moses Ansell. . 


He was a son of Reb Zalman Ansell, who was the founder of the 
Beth Hamedrash. A portrait of him which hangs at Mulberry 
Street has a rather romantic history. Reb Zalman was born in 
Prescott Street,-his sons and grandchildren being born in the same 
house ; one of his granddaughters is still alive. The famous Lord 


George Gordon was taught Hebrew and initiated into the Jewish 


faith by Reb Zalman. Lord George had a sister who was very much 
attached to Reb Zalman, and when she was married she induced him 
to have his portrait painted as a wedding present. She died in 
childbirth, and her husband, who did not care to have a Jewish 
Rabbi's portrait hanging in his house, sold it to an old furniture 
dealer in Leicester. A grandson of Reb Zalman, the late Mr. Philip 
Casper, was travelling in Leicester and saw the portrait, which he 
bought. A copy of it is in my possession. Reb Zalman’s library is 


in the possession of the Adath Yisroel Congregation in Green Lanes. 


My grandfather lent his father’s books to one of his nephews, the late 
Abraham Ansell, whose son, David Ansell, of Montreal, gave them to 
the Adath Yisroel.” | 
A BANKRUPTCY CLERK. 
_ “ My father,” Mr. Ansell-related, “the late Moss Ansell, was the 
first Jew in this country to hold a Government appointment. Basil 


Montagu appointed him Chief Clerk of the Court of Bankruptcy 


when he was only twenty-one years of age. He died in harness in 
his office in Basinghall Street, at the early age of. forty-eight. My 
father and grandfather were both made Freemen of the City of 


London in 1856, when Sir David Salomons was Lord Mayor. Sir — 


David and his brother Philip were very interested in the Jewish 
poor, and they, with my father, Reuben Lyons, and Alexander Levy, 
formed the first Jewish building society in London.

ORIGIN OF THE JEWISH SOUP KITCHEN. 
Mr, Ansell’s reminiscences throw light on the origin of several 


communal institutions. Among them is the Jewish Soup Kitchen, 


“The Soup Kitchen was founded in the year 1853 at a meeting 
of the Joppa Lodge of Freemasons, which is still in existence, Mr. 


Henry Lyons, who used to be known as ‘ Coppel Lyons,’ drew atten- %) 


tion to the fact that Jews were precluded from partaking of the 


soup and groceries offered by Christian soup kitchens, and he. 


suggested that a Jewish institution should be founded. The proposal 
was acted upon and the first President was Philip Beyfus. Henry 
Lyons was Vice-President and my father was Hon. Secretary. I 


have just handed over to the Soup Kitchen a document 


relating to its foundation for preservation in its archives. 
The Kitchen was first established in Black Lion’ Yard, 
Whitechapel. The members of the Committee personally at-. 


tended the distributions. The first cook was James Levy, known as - 
‘Jemmy the Cook,’ and the investigating officer was Moshe Baum, 


who was Chief Watcher of the Great Synagogue. Another

said Mr. Ansell, “is the Aged Needy Society. It was founded by the 
late David Hyam, Ralph Lagarus, and my father. One of the laws 
of the Society was the curious one that only single men were to je 


_ permitted to subscribe. I do not know whether Mr. David H vam or 


my father was the first to marry, but I know there was a dispute on 
account of this rule owing to the offender being no longer elivii,je 
for office, and the law was repealed. The first collector was \ir. 
John Hyams, known in the community as‘ Little Johnnie.” He and 
his wife were keepers of the Infant School in Commercial Street, 
He was universally respected for his gentlemanly disposition. 


THE HOME FOR AGED JEWS. 


“ One of the three charities now constituting the Home for \vog . 
This was 
founded by the late ‘ Sholey ’ Green, who removed two or three Jews 
from the workhouse and took a little house for their reception, 
He-used to collect money every Sunday round the market in ° the 
Lane, but I believe he himself contributed much more than he 
collected. The community did not take kindly. to the name (Jewish 
Workhouse,’ and at the instance of Mr. F. D. Mocatta, the title was 
changed to‘ Jewish Home.’ It was afterwards amalgamated with 
the Hand-in-Hand Asylum and the Widows’ Home, and is now 


represented by the Home for Aged Jews, an institution which isa — 


great ornament to the community, and which ministers admirably ~ 
to the needs of many of our coreligionists who have fallen on evil | 
days in their old age.” 
CHILDREN OF THE GHETTO, 

Mr. Ansell called to mind a number of quaint characters who 
lived in the purlieus of the Ghetto. 7 

“In the middle of last century,” he said,“ quite a number of 
Jews had curious nicknames. I remember one man who was known 
He was a Luftinensch whom Zangwill 
would have loved to describe. He could speak very little English, 
and claimed to have been a Chazan in his native town. Tie boys 


of ‘The Lane’ used tosurround him, and for afew coppers he would 


chant ‘ Yerei Yeridda, Rambam,’ and the boys would sing in chorus 
‘Bom, Bom, Bom.’ There were three sisters who were known as 
‘The Greedy Gutses.’ They lived by begging, and fastened on any- 
body they saw eating with importunate cries of ‘give us « bit!’ 
Another quaint character was an imbecile who used to hawk fruit, 
but was never known to effect a sale, greatly resenting any attempt 


to disturb the symmetry of his basket, exclaiming to would-be 
- purchasers: ‘Go away! My sister Sadla put ‘em in order. 


Then 
there was the celebrated ‘Sammy Pieman,’ famous for his pastry. 
In the summer he sold damson 
pies, and cried, ‘Dammy, dammy, dammy! Another of tliese 
itinerant vendors was a man, with a majestic voice, who soli baked 
potatoes ‘all hot and flowery.’ Then there was a Dutchm:. who 
sold ‘cowcumbers’ from a scrupulously clean dish that le carried 
on his head. Another hawker sold radishes to this refrain : 
They are so fine 
And who can grumble, Fe 
Fresh from market | 
And a farden a bundle! tA 
Ca A PARROT NEWSAGENT. 
_ “There used to be a man in Grayel Lane who had a very clever 
parrot. When the old Jewish Record was first published the parrot 
used to call out to every wayfarer, ‘Jewish Record,a penny: | 


remember, also, a Jewish matza-baker known as ‘ Solly Baked Tater, a 
_ whose favourite pastime was to go bail for coreligionists summoned 
before the City of Lendon Court.

Avother celebrated denizen of the Ghetto was a man who sold 1d. 
cigars. He had a nigger’s head affixed to his barrow, and by some 
arrangement of strings kept a cigar burning in the figure’s lips. 
Then there was a Turk who sold rhubarb to the cry, ‘ Turkey 
-rhubarb! I go-to Turkey every tree years to buy de roots. If you 
are hungry don’t buy it because it will make you. more so.’ There 
was a butcher nicknamed ‘Tiger.’ He won this cognomen by 
becoming alarmed at a spotted dog that followed the waggonette in 
which he was once going to the races with some friends, and 
declaring it to be a tiger.” 

GHETTO CLEARANCES. 

“ The configuration of the Ghetto,’ said Mr. Ansell, “is vastly 
different from what it was. The Metropolitan Railway was the 
cause of the disappearance of several old landmarks such as Petticoat 
Square and Fireball Court, in the centre of which was a pump 
where the Rebeecas of my youthful days used to exchange gossip. 
sarah Pyke House stands on the site of the offices of the ill-starred 
Motza Association, the Secretary of which I believe is still living. 
Jremember the beginnings of the Jewish settlement further west, 
aud one character in Soho comes particularly to my mind. He was 
known as Rebbe Mackerel (why I do not know) and was in the 
habit of giving addresses at houses of mourning which generally 
resolved into pleas for support of the preacher. On one accasion on 
a cold day he was discanting on the array of overcoats he had seen 
in the hall and the necessity of clothing’the poor. The master of 
the house promptly gave orders to the servant to remove the coats 
to a place of safety!” . | | | 

SCRAMBLED CHARITY. | 

Mr. Ansell recalled the origin of the Board of Guardians, for 
which he is such a dévoted worker. | i. 

Before the foundation of the Board of Guardians there was-ro0 
organised charity, and the Treasurers of the City synagogues 


actually used to stand on the steps of their synagogue and throw | 


handfuls of silver to the poor people who congregated in front. 
Only the strong got anything in- the scramble. The weak went to 
the wall. Eventually, the wardens of the three synagogues met 
with a view to establishing an institution to assist the deserving 
poor. Ephraim Alex, in conjunction with Lionel Louis Cohen 
and Algernon Sydney, formed the Board of Guardians in 1859.” 
SYNAGOGUE OFFICIALS. 

Several synagogue officials of olden days figure in Mr, Ansell’s 
gallery of memory portraits. 

“I can recalithe Rey. Simon Ascher in his declining years and his 
brother, B. H. Ascher, who was Kabronim Rabbi. I remember the Rev. 
Moses Keizer, who, in his day, was the greatest Baal Tekiah and Baal 
- Koreh. I knew Mombach, and can remember Sam Lewis and Jacobs, 


the two choirmen, who used to vamp vocally to assist the Chazan. | 


Another striking figure was Belasco, the formidable beadle at Bevis 
Marks, whose eagle eye was always alert to see that no Tedesco 
«lvanced beyond the bar or entered the Succah. When Ashkenazi 
children sought to enter the Bevis Marks Succah, Belasco, if doubtful 
of their ancestry, asked them to recite the YDY, and generally 


floored them over their lack of genuine Sephardi. I remember a_ 


very gracious Sephardi in the person of Mr. E. H. Lindo, who was 
Secretary of the congregation before Mr. Sam Cohen, and I can 
remember his predecessor, Mr. Almosnino.”’ 
JEWS’ COLLEGE SCHOOL. 
| Mr. Ansell was a pupil of the old Jews’ College School in 
Finsbury Square. Among hig contemporaries were Mr. Lionel 
Jacob, Mr. Nelson Samuel, Dr, Israel Abrahams and his brothers. 

“ One incident of tiiy schooldays,” he said, “ is associated with 
the cherished memory of Simeon Singer. I was only eight years of 
age and was at a prize distribution, when Singer recited the grave- 
digger scene from Hamlet. He was followed by two small boys who 


attempted to give a scene from‘ King John.’ Unfortunately they _ 
dropped their aitches, and Mr: Bennifold, the headmaster; in disgust 


rang down the curtain. One of Mr. Singer's last public appearances 
was at the West Central Working Men's Club, where he gave a 
lecture on ‘Rome,’ I had the honour of presiding, and I recalled 
this incident to his-mind. He remembered it perfectly, and was 
much amused at the recollection.”

A BANKRUPTCY CLERK.

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On Jewish Family Names: 


The Origin of the Name “ Nantier.” 


From Prof. Dr. GOTTHARD DEUTSCH, Cincinnati. 


[To THE EDITOR. |] 

Sir,—According to a reporb-in an issue of your esteemed paper, pub- 
lished some months ago; Captain Guest, speaking for the Foreign Office, said 
in the House of Commons, in reply to an interpellation on Mr. Namier, that 
“his father was born in Russian Poland of a family of the name of 
Namierowski . . . but in middle “life he assumed citizenship in 
Galicia under Austrian rule, as in the case of all Jews the partitioning 

power (Prussia) imposed on the family a German name which they have 
since abandoned.” 3 | 
Captain Guest shows not merely the psual amount of misinformation 
on Jewish history, unfortunately not confined to non-Jews, but he 
exhibits a suprising amount of, let us say, romantic notions on general 
European history. It is astounding how in those days when the con- 
stitutional history of Peland is a matter of actual interest a man 


connected with the British Foreign Office could speak of Prussia as the 


‘“nartitioning power” in Poland. There was, legally speaking, no more 
pattitioning power at the three partitions of Poland, 1772, 1793, 1795, than 
there*is a partitioning power in Paris now ; and, practically speaking, the 
decisive influence, if this be meant by the term “the partitioning power,” 
was Russia. Granting, however, that title to Prussia in the sense in 
which D’Annunzio might win it for Italy, I fail to understand how Prussia 
would or could have meddled with the internal administrative affairs of 
the Austrian part of the spoils any more than France could dictate Italy’s 


- policy in Southern Tyrol, or Servia’s in Macedonia. 


This question is not to be answered by a mere guess. As in all parts 
of Austria, the Jews of Galicia had by. Imperial order to assume family

In Wednesday's Times a letter appears signed “H.S.” (evidently 
from Mr. Harry Sacher), in which he says that ‘‘it is rumoured that the 
Turkish Treaty now being negotiated will relate solely to the parts of 
Anatolia and Europe left under Turkish sovereignty, and that the settle- 
ment of all the old Ottoman Empire, which lay outside these limits, will 
be reserved for future consideration.” 

The prospect of further delays thus opened up (observes “ H.S. 
rerious, not only for these derelict areas, but also for British interests in the 
Hast. ad the Palestine settlement been made in the January after the 
Armistice there would have been not the slightest difficulty, and by this time 
the work of reconstruction would have been well advanced. Last January there 
might have been some difficulty, though it need not have been serious. Buta 
rettiement next January may find conditions drastically altered. There was a 
time, not very long ago, when some observers feared that Feisal and Mustapha 
Kemal might join hands, and that their joint forces might inflict such a defeat 
on the weak French Armies in Syria as to throw the whole of the East into a 
turmoil. As it is, nothing more serious has yet happened than the proclamation 
of independent Arab States of Syria (including Palestine) under Feisal, and of 
Mesopotamia wider his brother Abdullah. But six months hence the Allies will 
be negotiating the settlement of Palestife and Syria with Feisal, and, as things 
are going he will be much stronger then than now. Moreover, the Turkish 

— settioment, however unsatisfactory it may be to Liberal Europe, will not 
have soothed the pride of the Turkish Nationalists. Can it be doubted 
that in those deferred negotiations Feisal’s trump argument will be 
io threaten to make common cause with Mustapha and that, if Islam 
decides to make armed protest against the decisions of the Powers, the most 
hkely direction for their efforts will be along the old route of invasion through 
Aleppo and Damascus, and so into Palestine? The temptation to buy off Feisal 
by conceding some of his demands would beirresistible, and, as things are, would 
be supported by popularopinion here. And the chief sufferer in any such bargain 
would almost certainly be Palestine. |

Two other herocs slipped 
into eternity from a hangman’s noose in Upper Galilee.

The Syrian Congress, which truly represents the whole Syrian nation, 
east, west, and south, wishes it to be known that the Arab people, with their 
glorious civilisation of past times always in mind, has for many years under 
the Turkish rule formed secret societies and revolutionary committees, which — 
were pledged to obtain the complete independence of their country. It was 
for the same end that we made so many sacrifices during the War. Ouraim 
has ever been to form a nation, master of its own destinies. | 

One and a half years have now passed (sincé the Armistice). The foreign 

military occupation continues. ; We now by our action pu 
an end to this insupportable position. We declare the independence 
of Syria, including Palestine, with ati its natural boundaries, as a 
democratic and civilised State. To the Lebanese we allow their 
full national rights and aero within the present limits of Lebanon, 
but we expressly exclude the interference of any foreign influence. We 
have selected H.R.H. the Emir Faisal, son of King Hussein, who has fought 
throughout the war and created the new nation, to be oe of Syria, with 
the title of H.M. King Faisal I. And we declare that foreign military 
occupation in the three aforementioned districts must cease, being replaced 
by a decentralised civil government responsible to the Congress until such 

time as the Government will be able to summon a Parliament. Wealsoask 
for the independence of Mesopotamia, with a political and economic union 
between the two countries. 


The new Kingship was at once accepted by Faisal, andthe correspondent 
states that loyal adhesion to his throne was declared by various notables, 
and these included “the Jewish Grand Rabbi.” 

Before his coronation the Emir addressed a meeting of his followers 
at the Arab Clubin Damascus. He there said :— 7 


We do not-ask Europe to grant us what we are not entitled to have, but 
we ask Europe to sanction our clear rights, which it has acknowledged to be 
ours as an active nation wishing to lead a free life, enjoying complete inde-. 

ndence, and wishing to be on the best of terms with all civilised nations. 
ur future policy will be a policy of peace based upon mutual confidence and 
Your function to-day is great ; your mission is big. Europe is looking to 
us and will judge of our merits according to the politica! mttitude we adopt, 
and according to our actions in the future. Our new State, established on 
the patriotism of its children, must now decide upon the form of its govern- 
ment, and the elaboration of a constitation of its own, determining the 
functions of its members—both the commander and the commanded—in 
our new life, which I hope, will be full of energy, work, and effort.

To this demand the Government of Great Britain and her Allies 
have given their approval. As Mayor of Jerusalem and representative of all 
its inhabitants, among whom the Jews are a majority, you had no moral right to 
rticipate in a demonstration which was directed against the majority of the 
wnspeople. Had an election taken place just now not a single Jew would have 
voted for one who took part in a demonstration against the aspirations of their 
nation—aspirations which can do no harm to anyone. For various reasons 00 
election will take place just now. This, however, does not restrain the Town 
Council, which represents the Jews of Jerusalem, from informing you that, 
beginning from the 27th February, 1920, you are no longer representative of the 
Jerusalem Jews.

ENGLISH ZIONIST FEDERATION.

TWENTY-FIRST ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 


Arrangements are being made for the twenty-first annual Conference 
of the Federation, which it is intended to hold early in May. It will not 
be bie to fix a date, however, until it is known when Dr. Weizmann 
will be back from Palestine. 

The Conference is expected to last three days, and the agenda will 
include, besides the presentation of the annual report and financial state- 
ment, a proposal to form a comprehensive Zionist Organisation of the 
United Kingdom, including, if possible, ee Mizrachi and the Order of 
Ancient Maccabeans. The situation in Palestine will be one of the first 
items on the agenda. Reports will be given on the Eretz Israel Restora- 
tion Fund and the Jewish National Fund, and a budget for the ensuing 
vear will be submitted. Sittings will be devoted to the question of the 
Mizrachi and the Synagogues, as well as to matters connected with 
Hebrew and educational activities. 

The election of the Council will not be left to the last but will take 
place on the first day of the Conference. 

It is expected that the Conference will be attended by about 500 
persons, including the Council of the Federation and duly accredited 
delegates from the affiliated bodies (Zionist Societies, Synagogues, Friendly 
Societies, and similar institutions), with voting rights, and the Chairmen 
of local Zionist Councils and fraternal delegates from sympathetic 
organisations without voting rights. 

A Committee will be appointed by the Council for the purpose of 
examining returns of delegates and the issuing of credentials. The 
Committee will report to the Conference. | | 

Returns of delegates and nominations for the Council should reach the . 
office of the Federation by the 20th April. ‘ : 


The Shekolim for the year 5680 have been issued, and are obtainable 
from the office of the Federation. It is intended to organise a joint 
Shekel and Membership campaign all over the country during May or 
June. The Shekel contribution has, at the request of the Central Zionist 
Executive, been increased from one shilling to a crown.” 

Under the auspices of the Federation a number of Synagogues, both 
in London and the provinces, were addressed on Zionism on the first two 
days of Passover... Several Rabbis and ministers made Zionism the 


 gubjeet of their sermons. 


The Federation has had placed at its disposal a number of sets of 
lantern slides, including the Zionist leaders, and depicting the life of the 


Judeans and the Jewish colonies in Palestine. The Secretary is prepared - 


to consider applications for the loan of these slides from affiliated bodies 
and others.

Mr. L. Lewin-Epstein, the Editor of the Ha-Mizrachi, supplemented 
Epstein’s report concerning Poland. 

The Chairman next introduced Mr. O. Grosswogel, President of the 
Yrench Mizrachi Organisation. 

Mr. Grosswogel said that the Mizrachi Organisation in France was 


founded’ barely a year ago. A handful of men in Strassbourg (Alsace) 


being cut off from the Community of Traditional Jews of Central 
Europe, decided to preserve national and religious feeling in their town, 
and formed a Mizrachi Society. The conditions were very unfavourable. 
The feeling against Jews who were not of French nationality, was very 
high. It was a regrettable fact that the branch of the Agudas Yisroel, 
tormerly there, struck all its members of German nationality off the 
membership roll. The Mizrachi, however, refused to let hostile conditions 
interfere with its activities, with the result that they number 
now a few hundred members. The Mizrachi have _ recently 


created a fund which they named Ezras Achim, for the purpose 


of giving help to the thousands of coreligionists who fled from 
Eastern: Europe to Strassbourg, which was the only place that received 
them. The Mizrachi were ‘instrumental in supplying them with 
accommodation, clothing, and to provide means of a livelihood to a good, 
many of these unfortunate people. Up-to-date many thousands of francs 
were raised for that . Recently the Mizrachi Society, which was 
formed in Paris by Rabbin Stourdze of Boulogne, affiliated to their body. 
Valuable educational work was also being done by their Organisation, 
and hé (Mr. Grosswogel) looked forward with confidence to the future.

Sir,—In replying to the attack of a “A Leeds Jew,” I labour under a 
disadvantage. It is always difficult to reply to people who do not back up 
their statements with their names, and were it not for the fact that his 
letter contains many utterly misleading statements, and that he shows 
in some places that he did not understand my last communication, [ 
would have been content to allow his letter to remain unanswered. 

My attitude, both in the past and in the present as to a minister for 
Leeds, can be summed upinone sentence. [am ready to co-operate with 
any minister, be he Rabbi or not, so long as he is strictly orthodox; I am 
ready to sit with him in the Beth Din on equal terms; but I refuse to 
have any person as a Chief Rabbi of Leeds, to whom I must be sub. 
servient, when his only title to that name rests on his occupation 
of the Belgrave Street Synagogue ministry. The fact that a minister has 

as his congregants the cream (sic!) of the Community does not entitle 
him to assume the Chief Rabbinate of Leeds. Can “A Leeds Jew” prove 
that my opposition had any other motive? - It must be admitted by all 

that for a Rabbi to allow himself to be subordinated to another, that other 
must tower above his colleagues in Rabbinical knowledge to such an 
extent that both Rabbis and Community recognise him as their head. 
Putting aside my own claims as a Rabbi of thirty-five years’ standing, it 
needs some courage for a Community to foist a Chief Rabbi over such a 
Rabbi as my greatly esteemed colleague Rabbi Daiches, whose reputation 
is so well-known. | 

. If the Belgrave Street leaders did not wish to hear our candid opinions, 
they should not have asked for them. 3 

That the present candidate is more favourable to the congregation 
because of our opposition, only goes to prove what value the claim of that 
synagogue, that they desire unity in the Community, has. However, | 
am doubtful whether “A Leeds Jew” is really voicing the views of the 
members of the Belgrave Street Synagogue in his surprising statement. 

Tam sorry that ‘A Leeds Jew ” has read into my letter of last week 
au attack on the Chief Rabbi. I only wished to show that the Judaism of 
a community does not depend solely on its minister or rabbi, even though 
he be as distinguished as Dr. Hertz himself. Past political differences 
will never induce me to sink so low as to attack any man, when the subject 
under discussion does not concern him in the least. | 

I am still unable to see that Judaism in Leeds is any worse than last 
year; when our late lamented colleague was with us. The Beth Din is 
naturally suffering from the lack of the valuable assistance his presence 
was to that body, but to say that the Beth Din is now a negligible quan- 
tity is absurd. They are still doing and will continue to do what they 
have always done. Even when non-Jews desire any help with reference 
to Judaism, in the way of information, they find this want supplied by 
the existing members, just asin the past... | 

_ The statement I made as tp matters being left in abeyance by Rabbi 
Abrahams’ departure simply meant that, as by his departure, we had not 
the co-operation uf his congregation, it was useless instituting a practice, 
the efficiency of which depended on every synagogue falling in. [or so 
long as it was possible for a member of any synagogue to have a trefahk 
reception in connection with a wedding and yet could still obtain the 
services of the clergy, our scheme must have failed.

Music and Drama. 


As is usual at this season, the week has been particularly full of 
musical features, concerts of a popular nature predominating largely.
